The par value of English bank stocks

gest bank has a paid-up par value of 
only $12.50 per share: this stock Is now- 
quoted at 537.50 a share, at which price 
it yields the investor six per cent. Oth- 
er good bank stocks have a paid-up 


- value of from $20 to $75 and are quoted

We were all standing at 
attention when our colonel arrived and 
Informed us that we were to Immedi- 
ately prepare for a maroh to the fir- 
ing line. You should have heard 
the 
cheering. After giving some good ad- 
vice he left and evcrvone turned In to 
get something to eat, and then pack 
up. This work did not take very lout; 
and we turned out at S.30 p. m. under 
a heavy rain the whole brigade moved 
off and such a inarch in the dark, jnud 
all over our hoots and heavy bundles 
on our backs.

the top of our trenches and bullets are 
passing over our heads - In countless 
numbers. This was the first time under 
fire for over 90 per cent, of my com- 
pany and I can nay that not a soldier 
was excited. 
The lookouts were stationed and the- 
balance of the men crept

dug ir-Us and went to bed. The trench 
was ihon in our hands. Lieut. Stairs of 
(lallfrix, left us one ollicer 
who

mained with us until the next day. 
The supplies are brought in at night

French citizens and the solidarity of 
the nation in the face of the burdens 
of war," and declares that "damage 
caused In France to the property, real 
or personal, by acts of war gives right 
to1 Indemnity." 


The damages specifically named as 


entitling a citizen to reparation are 
those caused by the authorities or the 
troops of the army, including 
taxes, 
requisitions, war 
contributions, fines 


imposed upon private individuals or 
communities, regardless 
of 
whether 


they were In conformity with the con- 
ventions of the Hague- Included also 
are all damages caused by the French 
army or Its allies. 


The right of foreigners to Indemni- 


ties In France, according to this proj- 
ect will depend upon Ihe terms of 
treaties with the nations

commissions

cording to this authority, an ordlnarj- 
tomato can with a 
circular 
piece of 


board fitted in one end will make an 
excellent house to attract bluebirds or 
wrens. The board should have a hole 
In its upper half to serve as an en- 
trance and the can may then be hung 
by wires to the limb of a tree or fas- 
tened to a crotch. A farmers' bulletin 
(Xo. 603) entitled "Bird Houses 
and 


Hoiv- to Bullri Them" has been Issued by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, and in it are outlined plans for 
bird bouses of all descriptions from the 
simple one to an elaborate martin house 
with doors that open and close. Many 
birds that are economically valuable, 
says tlie bulletin, may be attracted to 
particular localities by the construction 
of birrl houses. The importance of birds 
as insect destroyers is being more ap- 
preciated every year, and as a result 
there has bc-cn a decided movement to 
protect and make neighbors of them. 
Many birds, if furnished a safe retreat, 
will more than pay their rent to their 
landlords. The tomato can may be used 
In another manner to attract the desir- 
able wren or bluebird. One end may be 
removed and the can may be superim- 
posed on a post of tho same size and 
fastened securely hy pressing it down.
